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To'date 1954 has been truly a significant year in the Flying Saucer Drama, 
not only is the tremendous dossier of evidence becoming ever more convinc¬ 
ing and indisputable but perhaps even more significant at this time is the 
increasing number of top scientists and other famous personalities who are 
openly publicly stating their belief in Flying Saucers from other worlds. 

In our dune issue we reproduced the findings of an anonymous Australian 
nuclear scientist of world standing and in this issue we reproduce with 
pleasure an inspiring article written by air Chief Marshal ^ord Dowding* 
that no doubt mustbsve impressed many who read it in the London Sunday Di s- 
. patch Ilth July last. The weight of evidence faithfully recorded in Major 
Donald Keyhoe's book "Flying Saucers From Outer Space", convinces the great 
er majority who trouble to read and appreciate its contents. 


This book, only recently available in Few Zealand, has been on CSI files 
since Oct 1953,within a fortnight of publication in the United States. We 
have said on a number of times long before this that the American Govern¬ 
ment, through their Air Force*s investigation of the Flying Saucers "Proj¬ 
ect Bluebook? must have established beyond doubt much of the true nature 
of the "Unidentified Flying Objects" that appear and disappear equally myst¬ 
eriously in our skies. If you read the evidences,- startling facts, fully 
authenticated by the US Air Force’s intelligence that have been released to 
-^eyhoe for inclusion in his latest book, then you can safely assume that 
even more astonishing facts have been learned,but as yet not released for 
publication. 


Some most pecular incidents have occured in the United States, some people 
involved in the most outstanding early sightings have, according to Americ¬ 
an sources of information, suddenly disappeared. We >; reported in our Dec., 
1953 issue of "Flying Saucers", the sudden disbandment of the largest US 
private investigating agency5 This organization "International Flying Sau- 
■ cer Bureau" under the Directorship of Mr. Albert K.Bender was forced to cl¬ 
ose their investigation following an interview by three mystery men repre-■ 
senting high authority. Mr.Bender had discovered some vital information 
'about the "Saucers", he had immediately consulted the Air Force and shortly 
after that I.P.S.B. ceased to exist as an investigating body. In.a letter 
to CSI dated May 5th 1954 Mr.Bender stated that he we,s still unable to pass 
any information on to us, he had been to Washington on a. number of .official 
visits in "regards to what I know" and also stated that the amazing, explan 
ation to the Flying Saucers was still "Top Secret" with the US Air Force, 

Since the remarkable and extraordinary sighting by the crew and 59 passeng¬ 
ers of a B.O.A.C. Stratocruiser on the 30th June, more fully detailed and 
illustrated in this issue, the R.A,F. intelligence people has stated their 
readiness and willingness to believe in the existence of Flying Saucers as 
material objects. The R.AoA.Fc, intelligence according to press reports, 
has a completely open mind and is more concerned as to what our space vis¬ 
itors are up to and look like rather than debating their mythical or fact¬ 
ual existence. One of the worlds leading astronomers in the person of Sir 
Harold Spencer Jones, England’s Astronomer Royal, who up to a few months 
back consistantly debunked the possibility of real Flying Saucers now app¬ 
ears not so sure. We reproduce his most recent (to our knowledge) statement 
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in this issue* When this article is compared with Sir Spencer Jones’s earl¬ 
ier published-statements, it represents a great change of attitude, has 
■someone whispered quietly in his. ear or has this eminent astronomer for the 
first time bothered to study the evidence. CSI is watching the'world situat¬ 
ion very closely, every day brings forth new contacts and further informat¬ 
ion,. we are perhaps most intrigued with the subtle way the vital facts are 
appear to "leak out' 1 ever more consistantly to a saucer-newshungrey world. 
Along with these "leaks" that show proof of real saucers comes the periodic 
official denials that such and such an authority has no part, particle or 
material evidence to prove the existence of Plying Saucers,, but the mystery 
is still receiving top level study because 15$ or 20$ of the sightings are 
as yet.. unexplained. 

As this issue is being prepared news is received of another major build up 
of sightings in the northern hemisphere over the general European and US 
’theatres in particular. To all those that are most aware, most conscious 
■and long conversant with this amazing drama of our, skies it becomes increas 
ingly more difficult to understand or comprehend exactly,why the authoriti¬ 
es still hesitate to release the truth or how on the other hand they are 
going to successfully suppress this long awaited news much longer. There 
is some strong reasons for and against releasing this truth, but the cond¬ 
itioning and find out for yourself period lias just about served it purpose # 
Por many reasons it will from now on become very dangerous to maintain this 
silent and pressure-cooker policy with vital information that must greatly 
effect every living soul on this earth and may truly represent the beginning 
of a long promised golden age. 

Certainly world authorities may fear complete collapse of world law and or¬ 
der, an economic if,not an emotional panic may follow, they may fear that, 
they,the present authorities may soon become ignored or by-passed by the 
human masses anxious to reward the few that have so long maintained that 
this earth is being constantly visited by an outside intelligence.Perhaps 
too 3 the authorities also forsee the masses overnight hoasting and promoting 
to great heights those who have claimed to have made personal contacts with 
Venusians or Martians, who Knows? exactly what may be the real reason for 
this prolonged silence. Of cause too,the EAST and the i/EST may be so busy 
N heck-mating each other with suspicions real or imaginary, each scared to 
death to take they eyes off the ground long enough to truly appreciate the 
threat of peace or ? ever-rapidly taking shape in our skies.

However, what soever, the reasons ^the "Tojj Secret" or "Silence Policy" to 
date, surely this more than suspect interplanetary invasion of LOVE or hate 
must be bigger than all our miserable earthly squabbles, mistrusts, regimes 
and fancies. I am inclined to reason as Lord Lowding, in that our visitors 
are mainly bent on helping us in our troubled times, a time when our weapons 
of war may become beyond human control and cause disasters on an interplan¬ 
etary scale. This our space visitors could ill-afford to permit.

More than 10,000 sightings~have~15een~reporf ed, the majority of which- 
cannot be accounted for by any "scientific" explanation, e.g., that they 
are hallucinations, the effects of light refraction, meteors, wheels fall-- 
ing from aeroplanes, and the like. 

REST EVIDENCE. The best available evidence, perhaps, is contained in Major 
Donald Keyhoes recent book "Elying Saucers Erom Outer Space". I say this 
because most of the incidents which he records have been checked by the 
Intelligence Branch of the United States Air Eorce. They endorse the accur 
acy of the evidence, but they put forward no explanation. The critics who' 
deny the existence of these objects must-produce some alternative theory 
which will account for the observed facts.-In a brief article I cannot 
deal at length with the suggestion that they are new types of aircraft un¬ 
der development by Russia or the U.S. They have been tracked on radar scr¬ 
eens in America- on one occasion by three screens simultaneously-- and the 
observed speeds have been as great as 9,000 miles an hour. 

No earthly* materials that we know of could be forced through the air at 
such a speed without getting too hot to allow human occupants to exist. 

The accelerations which they develope in starting, changing course, and 
stopping would also make human life as we know it, impossible* 

I SAY THEN THAT I AM CONVINCED THAT THESE OBJECTS DO EXIST AND ’ 

THAT THEY ARE NOT MANUFACTURED BY ANY NATION ON EARTH. I CAN THERE- 
EORE SEE NO ALTERNATIVE TO ACCEPTING THE THEORY THAT THEY COME 
EROM SOME EXTRA-TERRESTRIAL SOURCE. 

And why should this be considered such a ridiculous idea? In ten years’ 
time we shall probably have shot a rocket to the moon. In a hundred years 
we may have made the return trip with a manned projectile. In 500 years 
we may have reached the nearer planets. Are we so arrogant as to maintain 
that the inhabitants of no planet are as much as 500 years ahead of us in 
scientific development? 

PRINCIP.IL QUESTIONS. Please do not tell me that scientists affirm that life 
is not possible on other planets. They assume that "Life" must necessarily 
exist in earth-type bodies. But it is only reasonable to suppose that bod¬ 
ies would be conditioned to the physical conditions existing on each planet c 
Now that is as far as my "Convictions" take me: beyond this my ideas are 
frankly speculative. The principal questions which arise are: Where do these 
objects come from? And what are the motives of the occupants in visiting 
the Earth’s atmosphere? 
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I think that we oust resist the tendency to assume that they all come from 
the sane planet, or that they are all actuated hy similar motives. It might 
he that visitors from one planet wished to help us in our evolution from the 
basis of a high&r level to which they had attained, another planet might 
send an expedition to ascertain what have been these terrible explosions 
which they have observed, and to prevent us from discommoding other people 
besides ourselves by the new toys with which we are so light-heartedly play¬ 
ing. Other visitors might have come bent solely on scientific discovery and 
night regard us with the dispassionate aloofness with which we night regard 
insects found beneath an upturned stone. 

A WARNING. If I say that I believe that the majority of our visitors are act¬ 
uated by friendly and helpful motives, I cannot produce the same volume of 
evidence in support 'of my opinion as I have done for the physical reality 
of the Saucers; but the fragmentary and uncorroborated evidence which I have 
is reinforced by the reasonability, if not the probability, of the idea that, 
if the inhabitants of other planets a„re so far ahead of us in making use of 
"the (t.o us) unknown forces of nature, they may be equally far ahead of us in 
spiritual evolution, and may have better methods of spreading their wisdom 
than by killing those who disagree with them 

But this hypothesis is not universally accepted, particularly in the U.S., 
where fighters sent up to intercept the visitors have sometimes had unpleas¬ 
ant experiences. In the ca.se of Captain Mantell,_ who was sent to investigate 
a "huge round glowing object", his machine disintegrated in mid-air and his 
body was found among the wreckage. This brings me to the most important thi¬ 
ng which I have to say. It is to give a. warning against attempts to open fire 
with guns or aeroplanes on these objects. Looked at from the purely selfish 
aspect, such gratuitous folly might well turn neutral curiosity into active 
hostility, and it nay be assured that those who visit us from outer space 
can well lock after themselves and will have the means of making us sorry 
that we compelled then to defend themselves. 

But it is not on this note that I wish to finish. It seems possible that for 
the first time in recorded history intelligible communication on the physical 
level nay become possible between the earth and other planets of the solar 
system. Such a prospect is epoch-making in the literal sense of the word, 

-and. we should be guilty of criminal folly .if we were to do anything to hind¬ 
er a contact which nay well bring untold blessings to a distraught humanity.

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It was reported by the entire crew and the 59 passengers of a B.O.A.C. Strat- 
ocruiser on the 30th June that 7 weird objects had flown for IS minutes at 
about five miles distant and on a parallel course to their aircraft which 
was at that time flying at 19,000ft over the Atlantic 150 miles SW of Goose 
3ay Labrador. The Stratocruiser was New York bound and had. just been pickeu_ 
up on the United States Radar ..Screens in the area, however,- the radar people 
stated that they did not on this occasion get any return from the objects 
seen flying near the airliner. Capt Howard old bombing pilot of the RoAoF. 
and veteran of 265 Atlantic crossings and 7,500 flying hours confirmed the 
view that the objects appeared to be real and of material sub.stance, but none 
of the sighters had ever before seen anything like this in. our skies. 



Today the '30th June 1954. at 0105 Hrs GUT approx 150 sea miles SW of Goose ^ay 
and at a height of 19,000ft flying in good weather over a formation of strat- 
o-clouds I noticed at first a certain number of dark objects•flying approx 
at the same altitude as our Stratoorui ser. I drew the attention of my co-pilot 
the latter answered that he also noticed these, strange objects. The objects 
moved over in a direction almost parallel to ours and maintained a constant 
position with reference to us'. !1y co-pilot called Goose Say to check if there 
were any other aircraft in our area, their reply was negative# In the mean¬ 
time the position of the large central object had changed, so had the posit¬ 
ions of the smaller ones. Some of the smaller one were in front of the cent- 
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ral object whereas others floated behind it. Then my co-pilot described to 
Goose Bay the spectacle we were busy watching. Goose Bay answered that they 
were going to send a fighter plane for investigation. At this moment the 
large object once more changed shape resembling drawing number two, after 
a few moments later it appeared to resemble drawing number three . The shape 
of the large central object was changing consistently but its position with 
ref r rence to us never altered. All the time they were out at port approx 5 
miles perhaps a little more.'Ey two flight Engineers* my two navigators,the 
Steward and Stewardess; they all observed the objects and all aggroed upon 
their shape. The large central object was accompanied by six small ones, 

Uever has any one of us seen a similar,phenomenon. 

At approx 0120 hrs GMT the fighter plane sent us a message saying that it 
was approaching our machine. Gradually the objects started litterally fa-ding 
out. After a few seconds, only one was visible. Eurther at 0123 hrs this 
object in its turn grew smaller in shape and eventually disappeared still in 
line parallel to our machine, nothing Seen On’ Radar . I then radioed the 
.Lighter plane pointing out the direction the objects had disappeared, after 
this I started my descent towards Goose Bay. At the moment we touched down 
another fighter took off to relieve the first one, an officer of the Second 
American Air Eorce Intelligence Bureau was waiting for us, he had heard ray 
conversations over the radio, he told me he had seen our Stratocruiser on. 
the radar screen at 0113 hrs when we were, observing the objects.but he did 
not spot any other objects in our neighbourhood.

The 30th June was the date of ellipse of the Sun, visible only in the north¬ 
ern hemisphere. A Norwegian Air Eorce plane with a passenger list of sclent- 
ists,news reportersand others bent on studying the ellipse from' photographic 
evidence, were very surprised to be passed in flight by another flight of 
strange objects. It is reported that many photos were taken, the best evid¬ 
ence being recorded on a coloured movie film. This film was developed In 
London and has been studied by the Air Ministry according to news imports.

Though high officials are maintaining a strict "no comment" attitude, it 
seems probable that the United States Air Force is seriously considering ord¬ 
ering a flying saucer from the Canadian branch of a world famous English 
of aircraft builders. Officers from the Pentagon building, headquarters in 
Washington of the American armed forces, have already paid secret visits to 
Toronto (Canada.) for discussions with A.V.Roe (Canado) Limited and Mr.John C. 
M.Erost, one of the world's top designers who is working on the project. 

Even while they are considering the matter, disturbing evidence reached Was¬ 
hington that the US may already be lagging behind Russia in this respect. 

The evidence was in the form of photographs of flying saucers over a Scand¬ 
inavian country. They could, in the view of the officers who examined them, 
only be Russian. This is the second flying saucer to be designed by fir. Erost 
-- who is known throughout the aircraft industry as "Jack Erost" and who was 
a co-worker and pupil of Sir Frank v/ittle, developer of the jet engine. ,His 
first,known as "Project Y" (nick-named flying mantis) was a horseshoe-shaped 
disc with a. flat rear. It had a row of jets on the flat rear and others half¬ 
way along the sides. 

Months ago both President Eisenhower a.nd Eield-Marshal Lord Montgomery were 
reported to have journeyed to Toronto to see a full scale mockup of the first 
flying saucer project, .in a. guarded hangar on Toronto airport. So tight was 
the security net that the President's bodyguard and Monlgpmery's guard of 
Scotland Yard men were both asked to wait outside. "Fantastic" commented Mon¬ 
tgomery when he left the hangar. "I can hardly believe my senses. If this 
flies, all other aircraft are obsolete", First news that Mr.Frost has now 
designed a second and even more radical saucer and that it has evoked the 
keen interest of the American Mr Force was published in the illustrated Am¬ 
erican weekly magazine Life. According to the article the saucer, if "Jack 
Frost’s" expectations are fulfilled, would take off vertically and would hr A 
a speed of 1800 miles an hour and combat radius of 1500 miles. It would *■ be - 

able to hover in the air and go backwards and sideways. It would be piloted. 

Mo estimate of the cost has yet been made public. Its originator Mr .Frost 
is a shy 35 year old Englishman who came to Canada some years ago after buil¬ 
ding a reputation as a top designer with his firms home office. He himself 

flies only occasionally. His great interest in life apart from aircraft is

Shutting off the left side jets would move him 
left and the right jets right* Closing the rear jets would cause the saucer 
+ o go into reverse. Leaving them open and closing the front ports would dri- 
e it forward. 

REVOLVING COCKPIT * The cockpit- would be mounted on a turntable and revolve 
automatically so that the pilot would always be faceing forward* Many read¬ 
ers of the article in Life drew immediate comparisons between these details 
and the apparent performance and behavior of so-called flying saucers report- 
to have been seen in many parts of the US e It was' evident that such a saucer 
would perform much as had those supposed to have been seen by numerous people 
swooping backward and forward, pausing for a minute "or two, darting off into 
high altitudes and developing fantastic speeds, (extract from"World N e ws"July

’ OUR COMMENT Such development of saucer shaped craft are being made in a 
number countries to day and it can be safely assumed that some prototypes 
have already reached flight test stages both sides of the Iron Curtain*This 
Canadian project and the claims made in the above article are no overstate¬ 
ment. The Canadian Electronic Magnetic Research Laboratories has a special 
project known as "Project Magnet" where scientists are hard at work trying 
+ o dicover the secret of electromagnetic drive--- the means of flight pro- 
vision long suspected as being one of the most frequently utilised by the 
nummerous mystery craft that continue to appear and disappear ever more often 
in Earth skies.

For some time English and American Officers have been visiting all Berliners 
claiming to have seen the flying saucers, taking statements of their observ¬ 
ations.

It was reported by the Uorwegian press that many hundreds of curious and 
interested people arrived in the village of Oeydalen to meet the sisters 
and examine the area where the saucer is alleged to have landed. The two 
sisters aged 24 & 32 are adamant that they met and talked to the pilot of 
the flying saucer and could of touched the machine had not they been pre¬ 
vented. According to their report, the sisters were out plucking blue¬ 
berries when they cane upon a strange darkish suntanned nan with LOUG HAIR 
yj ha was dressed in khaki overalls with no butto n s but possibly a belt . They 
at first took fright and wanted to flee, however, the nan appeared kindly 
and friendly and soon beckoned then to him. He spoke to then in some strange 
tongue they could not understand. The sisters tried speaking to him in their 
own Uorwegian then German,Drench and English but he in turn could not conp-( 
rehend. The stranger then tried sketching on a piece of paper-- illustrat¬ 

Pinally he lead the sis¬ 
ters to a hollow in the ground and showed then an object which the sisters 
immediately recognised as a flying saucer. The saucer was about 16 feet in 
diameter and no portholes were visible. The pilot then opened a hatch smil¬ 
ingly waved goodby and ertered the craft. Shortly it rose off the ground 
making a humming sound like a bumblebee and disappeared with amazing rapidity 
into the sky straight up.

Forthright explanation or rev¬ 
elation as in the case of A and H bombs, has no place in the scheme-- at 
present. The evidence Hr Keyhoe produces in this book is startling* Although 
there are only 51 official sightings quoted. Air Force reports show nearly 
500 genuine observations. Many more come from civilian sources. Reports on 
the size of these objects vary from a 100 feet across to a mere eight inches. 
Reports on their speeds even more. Some have been reported as hovering with¬ 
out any apparent motion at all-- others whistling past at an incredible spe¬ 
ed of 42,000 miles an hour. In almost every instance-except in the case 

of "Motherships"which, it is suggested transport saucers from one planet to 

another-the machines are said to be disc-shaped. In colour they change 

' from silver-grey to red to white with increasing speed. They can alter dir¬ 
ection and manoeuvre as well, and better than any aeroplane we "Earthlings" 

, posses. They are. believed to utilise a form of propulsion which does not re¬ 
quire fuel— getting their energy from the Earth's magnetic field and trans- 
orming it into a force in any required direction* 

Statistical evidence on sightings points strongly to a concentration over 
atomic energy research stations, military training bases and strongpoints 

and civilian airfields-almost as if a complete and detailed survey of the 

Earth's material strength was being determined by other beings, A number of 
saucers were reported over Wopmera after the first British atomic tests the¬ 
re* Many have been seen over the battlefields of Korea. And that is not all# 
Flying saucers have been filmed. The United States ‘Air Force is in the poc- 
essicn of at least one film of round white objects flying and manoeuvring at 
high speeds. The pictures were taken in Utah by a naval photographer. He took 
40 feet of film through a telephoto lens, before they disappeared. The film 
> was handed over to the officials of both the Navy and the Air F.orce who spent 
months analysing it. They could find no flaw. They could not dublicate them 
in any way. Fraud was completely ruled out. They could be nothing but flying 
saucers.

For a while there was a possibility the film might be given a public showing 
•but once more the bogey of mass hysteria raised its head and the. scheme was 
.. iscarded. Once more the proof was put away behind closed doors. But some 

day-there are many who think it will be soon the public will be told* 

officially. Some believe this year of 1954 will see, the saucer riddle solved. 
We are closer to Mars now than we have been for thirteen years. But whether 
-we are officially informed or not. Major Keyhoe* s book has something for 
• -everybody interested in the mystery. Read it and decide for yourself.-

There has been an occasional sighting of an UPO over New Zealand in the past 
few months, the most outstanding incident being the photographs taken by Mr. 1 
K.M. Gibbons on the 9th September 1954. Here are the reports tiat have come 
to our notice since our June issue. 

Dunedin 21s t_July Mr. Doug Metcalf and a friend spotted an unusual object : 

the sky twice the same evening from a good observation point located on a ~ 
hill. Mr. Metcalf, President of the Dunedin Group of CSI was out trying his' 
luck in making a sighting and was successful on this occassion. The wheel¬ 
like object was first seen over the SE horizon at 9.30 pm and disappeared 

after ten minutes---later at 11.45 pm the sane type object was again 

seen for five minutes after which it again disappeared, this time out to sea. 
It looked like a giant wheel travelling through the sky in an erratic manner* 
sometimes on edge sometimes flat. To the eye the object appeared to be approx^ 
imately 3 inches in diameter with a black hub in the centre. The object gave 
off quite a glow which clearly showed the outside rim-like structure with a 
black hub, the'"'* appeared to be no connection between the hub and. outer rim# 
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Invercargill "28th July FORMATION OP ST RANGE LIGHTS . Strange lights in the 
Western shy were seen "by an Invercargill resident Mr.Authur Laird, "between 
6,45 and 6,50 this morning, Mr, Laird’s attention was first attracted "by 
"blue flashes which he attributed to wildfire. He looked up in the direction 
of the airport and saw what appeared to "be three "balls of light or fire tra¬ 
velling together. He was not certain of their direction, "but formed the im¬ 
pression that one "ball was "bigger than the other two . A moment later he- 
lost sight of them, (CSI was not able to contact this man,) S„D. N„ 23/7/54 

Christchurch 29th Jul y HE SAW A PLYING SAUCER Mr. A. N. Shaw of 10 Simeon 
St, saw "between 8,34 and 8.38 pm a strange flying object which he "believes 
would be identified as 'a ’’Plying Saucer" As the object crossed the sky and 
during its changes of course it changed colour constantly. It was'travellin- 
g at approx 280 knots at approximately three thousand feet, was oval in 
shape-larger.than an aircraft. The object circled the city changing col¬ 

our from silver-- to-- red to blue to green to silver and then repeated this 
cycle again. Mr Shaw heard a distinct whirring noise when the object passed 
overhead; after changing direction to southwest and seeming to circle the 
object swung back on original course --ME, The object finally disappeared 
out to sea off Sumner with the appearance of rapid acceleration. This obser¬ 
vation was verified by a lady living at Burwo od who reported to the press 
that she was outside at 8,40 pm and saw a "flying machine going south along, 
the coast over New Brighton"she saw the lights and distinctly heard it, 

Mr, Shaw reports to CSI that he is certain it was not an aircraft of convent¬ 
ional type, it is the first time he has ever had such an experience. 

Auckland 1st Augus t A Strange Hovering Light Pour people at Mu sick Point 
Airadio Station watched a strange brilliant light low on the western horiz¬ 
on this evening. The light was seen to change from silver to orange to red. 
It was first noticed at 8.45 pm and was watched for 20 minutes. The observ¬ 
ers of the phenomena promised to hand in a full report to CSI, but none was 
received. There is every possibility that this light was infact the planet 
Venus that was setting in the western sky at approximately that time. This 
planet low on the horizon and shining with great brilliancy has tricked 
many an observer into believing he has perhaps witnessed the hovering flight 
•of a ’Saucer.’ When stars are low on the horizon the atmosphere acts like a 

prism and splits light up into its spectrum-so the apparent changes of 

colour is witnessed as the atmosphere seemingly tremmers, shakes or occill- 
ates like a mirror held in a nervous hand,-- this permitting the various 
spectrum colours^redominate as varying critical angles occur between the 
star- atmosphere and the observer. 

Manurewa(Auckland area) 24th August Hr. M. G, Uohanson writing to CSI states: - 
At exactly 6.40 pm this evening I witnessed an object approaching at terrif¬ 
ic speed on my left. I could see three separate lights and the object came 
down to approximately 500 feet as it sped passed me and then suddenly it 
started to climb at a steeper angle and greater speed. Just as it started 
the upward climb a long orange flame suddenly appeared at the rear and con¬ 
tinued until the object equally suddenly disappeared. The object was flying 
from East to West and was making a gradual descent when I first sighted it. 

I only had. the object in sight for about five seconds and the strangest part 
of the incident was that the flame seemed to suddenly extinquish long before 
the object should of been out of line of vision. Mr. Uohanson a farmer 
further reports that he has seen nummerous falling stars but has never be¬ 
fore witnessed anything like this; his letter was most sincere and explicit. 
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Dunedin 24th August 1954 A Cl GAR-SHAPED OBJECT SEED i The Otago Daily Tines 
published' the details of a sighting of a cigar-shaped object reported by a 
patient at Parkside hospital. CSI has been informed that three nurses also 
witnessed the flight of the object from the hospital environs. We were plea- ; 
sed to learn that a member of CSI and his wife also sighted the object and 
thrir report to headquarters was most acceptable. The hospital patient’s 
report and decription went as follows2-"The object was long and cigar-shaped, 
it was like a Zepelin -- brightly lit up and travelling in a north-easterly 
direction. The speed of the object was considerable,only remaining visible 
for a few minutes." Mr. J.A.Pearcey our Dunedin member reports^- The object 
seen by myself and my wife at 9.30 pm on the 24th August appeared to be cig- 
ar-shpped (dark) object with an orange coloured light in the front and a sim¬ 
ilar one at the rear. The front, light being brighter in brilliance. The ob¬ 
ject was almost directly overhead when first seen and travelled in a ME 
diection, remaining visible for about a minute. The sky was clear with no 
moon and as the object passed overhead I imagined I heard a low humming sou¬ 
nd. Taieri Air Eorce base reported no aircraft flying at that time. 

Pakowh i a Papier 50th August 195 4 A BRIGHT SILVER DISC Mr. IT.B.Mackenzie 
writing to CSI reports— I understand your organization is interested in 
reports of unusual celestial phenomena and accordingly offer the .-following Sr 
At 2.48 pm on the 30th August I sighted a- bright silver disc moving VTIW from 
my orchard at Taradale and directly overhead. I watched the object which 
appeared to be fairly large-- clearly outlined for two minutes until it was. 
obscured by cloud. The height was most difficult to judge- not less.,than 
several thousand feet. I am not certain whether the object was a-balloon or 
disc, but it was no hallucination, as I could see it perfectly clearly. 

Mr Mackenzie was most sincere in his report and expressed a desire to learn 
if any others has seen the object. 

Hamilton ,30th August 1 9 54 At 7.20 pm Monday August 30th Mr. J.E. Stuart and 
Doreen Wilkinson sighted the following whilst keeping a special watch for 

such phenomena.-"We witnessed in the south-westem sky a cigar-shaped 

object. It appeared to be a solid body and was coloured orange-red. Its len¬ 
gth appeared approximately five inches and after observing for five minutes 
the stationary object faded from view. ITo movement or sound was heard or 
witnessed while we studied the object." 

Rotorua 3rd Sept.,195 4 The Rotorua "POST" received nunmerous phone calls 
from citizens reporting the early morning appearance of high vapour trails 
forming and spreading out.from a bright object near the weather moon. People 
reported seeing the trails in some cases "hurtling across the heavens a.t 
great speed" showing, according to the Rotorua Post’s report, all the signs 
of a Martian invasion. The phenomena was attributed to high flying Beachcraft 
aircraft on an aerial napping mission and the bright object near the moon 
only a star after all. Perhaps the "POST’s explanation was correct, however, 
their is room for doubt, 

ITapier 4&5th September . Several residents of Esk Valley have been puzzled 
by the appearance in the south-west sky during the last two nights of a bri¬ 
ght white light. It was at first thought that the light was the headlight 
of a, car but last night a section of the sky was reported to be clearly vis¬ 
ible between the top of the hills and the light. The light has -appeared be¬ 
tween 9.15 and 9.20 for the last two nights and a further watch is to be 
kept to-night--— states The Daily Telegraph, ITapier. 6/9/54. 





Nelson 9 th Se pt,, 1954 . There is good chance that the photographs of Unid¬ 
entified flying Objects” taken by Mr.Koil. Gibbons '.of Blenheim (holidaying 
at parent’s hone in Nelson) in the snail hours of'the morning of the 9th of 
Sept®, are the first such evidence gained in New Zealand* Hr. Gibbon’s pho- 
tos have been closely examined by Mr.Ellis Dudgeon A.R.P.S.' 'P.R.S.A. Emer¬ 
son Medallist, also of Nelson who has declared then absolutely genuine. It 
was only a short while ago that Hr. -Dudgeon joined CSI, was it just co-in 
cidence that he should be so near the scene of Mr. Gibbon’s experience. He 
are further indebted to Hr.J. Eletcher (our Nelson Rep.) and Hr. Dudgeon 
for the full investigation carried out and the prompt dispatch to CSI of 
written evidence and the enlarged prints of the three creditable photograp- 
s. We a.re most appreciative too of Hr, Gibbon’s co-operation and thank 
ohen. all for a fine effort. 


NOW HR.GIB BONS OB T AINED THE P HOTOS 

At 2.20 an on the morning of the 9th Sept., Hr. Gibbons, after lying awake 
fcr some tine went to the kitchen for a glass of water. Suddenly his attent* 
ion was drawn to unusual lights in the night sky.' Could they be reflections 
from car headlights?, but by the tine two minutes had lapsed Hr. Gibbons 
was certain that the lights cane from something very real. Quickly getting 
his camera, a 35mm Canon I-iiniature and fitting a telephoto lens he snapped 
the first photo of the three disc-like objects. The discs, tilted towards 
the observer, were hovering in a close line formation approximately one 4 
of a mile distant ah an estimated height of 300 to 400 feet. Surrounding 
their dark centres was ra.dia.ting a blueish-white illumination which clearly 
outlined the ’inverted saucer* or ’convex 1 top-surfa.ce form. 


'The outside pa.ir that were noticed to be wobbling like a top loosing spin, 

,from the moment first sighted; suddenly stood on their edges near vertically 
and literally streaked upwards with terrific speed to disappear. The centre 
and remaining disc now brightened up considerably and this;when Hr. Gibbons 
’ mageG the best and more distinct photograph. This disc now also began to 
wobble, turned flat and just prior departure another photo was taken; the 
movement shows clearly on the print. Hr. Gibbons took one more photo at the 
moment the disc began to rise vertically-but not so rapidly as the first 
pair. The former two had left so suddenly that acceleration was not discern- 

able-two white streaks being the only evidence of their upward,path and 

departure. The objects had been in view for five minutes. 

To Hr, Gibbons, looking from the window of his parent’s home at Atawhai, 
the strange objects were out over the mudflats in a moon-lit sky and were 
well below a patchy cloud base. It was later discovered that another man 
had seen them there also. Hr. Alex Ingram who lives about five miles from 
Atawhai at Tahunanui, had on this sane day and time of night noticed strange 
light reflections radiating from a. louvre glassed window in his bedroom. 
Investigation revealed to him three illuminated moon-like objects hovering 
in a. ; 'V” formation our over the more distant mudflats. He had explained his 
experience to a friend before reading of Hr. Gibb on* 6 experience later. 


21 hours later at 11.20 pro on same date Hr.G. Young who lives at Dobson Val¬ 
ley a mile ana a half from Hr Gibbon’s home witnessed a very startling

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sight* On going out to his front gate on this clear noon-lit night, Ur Young 
had seen in the direction of the mudflats five illuminated discs* Three in 
close line formation at a. position in the north-west sky at 45 degrees ele¬ 
vation and another two at a higher station to the left. Mr• Young's descrip¬ 
tion of the objects and flight characteristics wobble-- departure etc,, 
agrees almost completely with Mr. Gibbons observation. Mr. Young noted that 
the discs glowed with a. pinkish-orange hue which brightened to a red-hot 
glare just before they shot up at terrific speed. 

Mr. Young paid note also to the behaviour of his young terrier howling with 
apparent anquish from his kennel* The discs were in the animal ? s line of ■ 

vision-it was then he recalled the animal’s similar behaviour in the 

ea.rly hours of that day, about the time Mr. Gibbons was trying hard to ob¬ 
tain tangible evidence of his experience and of ’’Plying Saucers”. He was 
successful.

while walking along Allandale road, St. Clair, at 8.35 on Wednesday night 
she saw a. blue object above her head.- It was sometime before she realised 
that it was not a star or anything else she had ever seen, but she wa.s,nev¬ 
ertheless, able to study it for about 20 seconds before it began to move / 
away* The object then moved southwards at great speed and in about 40 sec 
ends had disappeared' behind St, Clair cliffs. The woman described the obj¬ 
ect "as a, brilliant blue object", rather more globe-shaped than saucer-sha¬ 
ped. or at least definitely not flab. It was smaller than an aeroplane but 
moved much faster than one.

In this respect,£ 
the Colonel intimated that the A.P. plans to cooperate with the public. . .ancr 

- a statement will be forthcoming from the Defense Dept, which will explain 
some of the past contradictions and release the details behind many of the 
sightings. When I asked, again, about the 700 sightings a week, he told me 
this would be covered in the .Mr Porce release. 

Col. O’Hara and I discussed many sensative issues. Mthough he spoke guard¬ 
edly, the Colonel was wonderfully cooperative, and I could well appreciate 
.his position in relation to official security. When, for instance, I asked 
about the Earth Satellites, and the theory indicating they were "rocks" he 
replied that he has not received word they were "rocks". He said the scient¬ 
ists at White Sands n are still working very hard and have lots of things to 
work on" When I asked about the silent liars Committee he explained that the 
astronomers have not issued a report because "they are in disagreement" as 
to what they found. 

In my 26 minute talk with.the Colonel we also discussed saucer hostility, 
mysterious plane crashes,, the Atlantic problem, and, whether or not the CRIPQ 
Newsletter was slanted in the right direction. Re? the latter, the Colonel 
said, in effect, that it (the Newsletter) was in the right direction.
